AUDITORS’ CERTIFICATE. 

We, the undersigned, Auditors, do hereby certify that we 
have carefully examined the foregoing statement of the Select- 
men, and their vouchers, and found their account correct, and 
herewith append the following statement : 

The vouchers, consisting of paid Coupons for the years 
1872-3, amounting to the sum of $2,696.88, for our future 
protection and to prevent their reappearance hereafter, we 
have, in the presence of the Selectmen and other citizens, burned 
and caused a minute of the fact to be placed on the book of 
the said Selectmen for reference. It appears, in relation to 
the liabilities of the Town, that the Congregational Society 
and others have commenced proceedings in law relative to 
the laying of a highway past their church; and further, the 
closing figures of the Selectmen’s statement shows an increase 
of the Town’s indebtedness over the previous year the sum 
of $1,791.25; but when we take into consideration the pur- 
chase of the new Cemetery grounds, at a cost and expense of 
$2,375, which ground is not included in the Assets, you will 
readily perceive that our current ordinary expenses have been 
reduced the sum of $583.75, which must be a gratification to 
every one; and further, we have in the hands of the Select- 
men $15,000.00 in New Hampshire State Bonds, and we 
have a lot of ground, purchased for a Cemetery at a cost of 
$825.00, which lot is for sale, all of which must be consid- 


ered as Assets. Therefore our Assets and Liabilities stand ~

DIST. No. 1. 

ae Miss Mary Durkee. School commenced April 29 and 
continued 11 weeks. Whole number of pupils, 8. No warning was 
given the committee as to the time it was expected to close, hence it 
Was not visited after the second week of the term. There were at 
that time 7 pupils enrolled and all present. They were doing well; 
Miss Durkee is an accurate scholar, and we judge has all the qualifi- 
cations needed to make her a successful teacher. There has been no 
school in the district during the winter. 


DIST. No. 2. 


Summer Term: Primary department; teacher, Miss. Martha J. 
Tilden. Commenced May 6, and continued 12 weeks. At the first 
visit the committee found 22 pupils enrolled; present, 15; Order, 
tolerably good, though not quite satisfactory; teacher faithfully at 
work; instruction accurate. At the second visit near the close of 
term, there was a manifest improvement in the appearance of the 
school. The progress of the pupils had been satisfactory. | Higher 
department; taught by Miss Julia E. Rand; length of term same as 
the primary department Miss Rand was successful in her adminis- 
tration. She was gentle but firm, securing good order, a reasonable 
amount of enthusiasm, and commendable progress onthe part of the 
pupils. The reading was worthy of special commendation, and evi- 
dence was not wanting of very careful instruction in arithmetic. 

Fall Term: Mixed school; taught by Miss Emma Miller, whose 
reputation in the district called out 41 pupils, as many, wanting one, 
as were in both departments during the summer. ‘The school con- 
tinued 8 weeks; from Sept. 9th to Noy. 2d, and was as successful as 
an ungraded Ebao! could be, comprising so many pupils, and neces- 


sitating so many classes. 

Winter Term: Primary department; teacher, Miss Martha J. 
Tilden, who brought to the work of the winter the experience of the 
summer term, an acquaintance with the peculiarities and the stand- 
ing of the pupils, and an earnest desire to do them good. The 
school could hardly fail of success, though the attendance of many 
of the pupils was irregular in consequence of sickness. Higher de- 
partment; this was judiciously placed under the care of Miss Emma 
Miller. Miss Miller has taught with her usual ability and success.

Summer Term: ‘Teacher, Miss Lottie N. Esterbrook. 

Fall Term: Teacher, the same as above. The attendance of the 
pupils during this term was interrupted by sickness among the chil- 
dren; but the sclool, as was true of the summer term, was a decided 
success. “Ihe order was as nearly perfect as we are accustomed to 
see, and the instruction was very careful and accurate. While the 
school-house in this district is the best in this part of the town, it is 
sadly defective in one respect. ‘There are no seats of suitable height 
for the little children. ‘They are obliged to sit all day, with feet 
dangling some six or eight inches from the floor. Such a position is 
very tiresome, besides affording no proper support to the back, to 
say nothing of the difficulty of keeping children still under such 
circumstances. The danger is great of inducing permanent weak- 
ness of the stomach or back. Let any one of the parents of the dis- 
trict sit in such a position for half an hour and he would understand 
the propriety of the above suggestions. One rem rk of the teacher 
may be properly extracted from the ‘‘ Register:” ‘‘If there were a 
globe and a few good maps, it would be a great help to the teacher 
and a benefit to the school.” A district that has done so much for its 
children might er place itself in the front rank. 

Winter Term: s. G. W. Soule, teacher. The order was per- 
fect; children hat se ork Mrs. Soule has the power to inspire 
her children with the enthusiasm, which is the first requisite to emi- 
nent success. In consequence of prevailing sickness in the district, 
whole families of children being disabled, the term was shortened 
one week, in consequence of which the school was not visited the 


second time. 
DIST. No. 4. 


Summer Term: ‘Teacher, Mrs. G. W. Soule. The regularity of 
attendance was remarkable for a scattered district, and only two 
cases of dismission occurred before the close of the daily school 
session. Few teachers are found who have Mrs. Soule’s skill in 
awakening thought and securing an intelligent understanding of the 
lessons on the part of the pupils. 

Winter Term: Teacher, Mr. Wilbur F. Bryant, who proved him- 
self a faithful teacher, but failed to secure the order necessary to the 
best success. School commenced Dec. 2d. Dec. 6th the committee 
found the school in working order, evidently making a favorable 
commencement. On the night of Jan. 16th, the house was consumed 
by fire, reducing the time of the session to 7 weeks. 


DIST. No. 5. 


Summer Term: Teacher, Miss Rosa A. Wood. School opened 
Apr. 29, and continued 6 weeks. The committee was not notified as 
to the time when the school would close, nor were the records re- 
turned to him, or a certificate desired, without which, according to 
law, the teacher’s salary cannot be drawn. The school was visited 
May 17th. There were enrolled 7 pupils; present, 6. They 
seemed to be making good progress. Miss Wood was laboring with 
her usual success. 

Winter Term: Teacher, Samuel P. Wood. This has beena good 
school. The progress has been very marked in reading, writing, 
geography and arithmetic. The class in Guyot’s Intermediate Geog- 
raphy showed unusual acquaintance with the entire contents of the 
work.

The tommittee begs leave to add to these statistics two suggestions: 

i. It would bea great help to teachers and pupils if parents 
would frequently visit the schools. They would know better the 
traits of teachers, be better prepared to aid them in maintaining dis- 
cipline, and be more in sympathy with their children in pursuing 
their studies. The farmer does not neglect to visit the hands he 
sends into his field; the mechanic those he employs in his shops. 
Why should the teacher be left from term to term without sympathy? 
Parents may do much, if they will, to elevate the character of 
our schools. 

2. The teacher, in each department, ought to be provided with 
all the text books that are used in that department. He needs tools 
to work with as much as the farmer necds his hoe, his rake, or scythe. 
And since reading and spelling are the prominent studies in every 
school, one of these books should be a dictionary, that the standard 
of correct pronunciation may be always at hand. As the laws of the 
State make no provision to supply this need, might it not be accom- 
plished by town legislation ?

The 
classes in written arithmetic and grammar were especially 
excellent. 

Winter term, Luther B. Powers. This school made fair progress, 
and seemed to be orderly. Teacher needs to acquaint himself with 
the best methods. 

DIST .-No.. 9. 

Summer term, Miss Anna K. Downs. We think this was Miss 
Down’s first attempt at teaching. For one so young and inexperi- 
enced she was quite successful. Exercises in analysis were very 
creditable. 

Fall term, Miss Achsa E. Wood. Teacher faithful; school orderly ; 
commendable progress the result. 

Winter term, Miss Margaret Fletcher. This was in all respects a 
good school. 

DIST. No. 10. 

Summer and Fall terms, Miss Laura E. Tilton. We were much 
pleased with this school in all our visits. We observed not only 
good order, but teacher and scholars manifested that enthusiasm 
which ensures success, and which makes the school-room an attrac- 
tive place. ae 

Winter term ‘The first teacher was obliged to leave on account 
of sickness. Term finished by L. F. Dutton, with fair success.

DIST Noma: 

Sunimer and Fall terms, Miss Hattie Freeman. Miss Freeman, 
though a beginner, has many qualitications for a successful teacher. 
Study and experience would place her in the front rank. The schol- 
ars of this school rank very high compared with other schools in 
town, both in deportment and scholarship. 

Winter te opm, Emma F. Ross, who, in this school, won the same 
suceess which honored her and her scholars the previous winter. 
DIST. No. 12. 

Summer term, Miss Sarah A. Mason, This school has been 
attended with some disadvantages. It has been overcrowded with 
scholars, some of whom have not been easy to govern. The teacher 
was well qualified, instruction thorough, and some of the pupils 
made good progress; but the order of the school was not all that 
could have been desired. 

Fall term, Miss Fannie Chapman. We have no doubt that Miss 
Chapman might teach some schools with suecess, but unfortunately, 
the strict discipline needed at the commencement of the school was 
not enforeed, and the school became so demoralized that it became 
necessary to close it before the term expired. The remainder of the 
term was taught by O. W. Burnap. Under his care the school was 
orderly and studious. 
DIST. No. 13. 

Summer term, Miss E. L. McDuffee. The school was well goy- 
erned and well taught, but there was hardly ehergy enough displayed 
by teacher and pupils to make it a first-class school. However, we 
pronounee it a successful school. 

Fall and winter terms, Miss Nettie L. Bartlett. This school was 
everyway a success. The teacher has fine qualifications, large expe- 
rience, and the schoolimproved greatly under her tuition. Much 
praise is due the Prudential Committee, Mr. E. A. Cotting, for his 
devotion to the interests of the school. 

DIST. No. 14 & 15. 

Summer term, Primary Department, Miss A. Flora Cobb. Miss 

Cobb succeeded in winning the affections of her little pupils in a 


great degree. A little more order would have improved the general - 


appearance of the school, though perfect order cannot be expected 
among small children. 

Winter term, Miss Frances M. Smith. ‘The teacher, as well as the 
scholars, made good improvement. 

Second Department, Summer and Winter, Miss Mary Emerson. 
This was an excellent school in all respects; well governed, well 
instructed, teacher and scholars industrious, animated, successful. 

Third Department. Miss F. Ella Babcock taught this school suc- 

essfully. One elass in mental arithmetic and one in geography

Winter Term, Miss Babcock and Mrs. M.S. Avery. This school 


suffered from changes of teachers through illness. If Miss Babcock _ 


could have remained in charge from the beginning to the close, the 
school would have been pr ofitable. In the latter part of the term, the 
school was badly governed, and was of little advantage. 

Fourth Department, Summer and Winter, Miss Nellie F. Smalley. 
An experienced, faithful teacher. This is a very interesting school, 
diligent, prompt, containing many bright intellects. We visited it

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Fifth Department, Winter Term. This school commenced under 
the care of Mr. J. H. Worthen, and prospered under his care. He 
was obliged to resign-at the end of the fourth week, from ill health. 
Mr. M. Ward one week ; not the right man for the place. Mr. A.H. 
Porter succeeded. Under his care the school was orderly and studi- 
ous, and accomplished all that could be expected under the circum- 
stances. 

The condition of the school-rooms in this building is very bad. 
Two of the rooms are entirely unsuitable for school purposes. One 
school cannot fail to disturb the other, every word being heard 
through the thin partitions. This District cannot do justice to the chil- 
dren until a better building is provided. 

North Side of the River. Primary Department, Miss Emily A. 
Liscomb. The teacher exhibited rare ability in the management of 
this department. Her methods of instruction are admirably adapted 
to interest and instruct young minds. The order of the scholars was 
excellent. 

Second Department, Summer and Winter, Miss Emily Owen. 
This lady has most excellent qualities for a teacher. She labored 
hard for success, and won it. None have done better, few as well 
as she. |

Summer Term, Miss Anna Brigham. Miss Brigham’s literary 
qualifications were doubtless ample, but the school lacked enthusiasm 
and thoroughness. 

Winter Term, Mary-Stockwell. This was a very good school, or- 
derly, aad studious, and making good ‘progress. 

The schools the past winter have been greatly disturbed by sick- 
ness, ane have not been as successful as they otherwise might have 
been. It has occurred to us that hereafter teachers be required to 
present a certificate, in due form,—of the measles. 

Rey. Mr. Cilley, in the absence of the Superintendent, had charge 
of the Summer and Fall schools. 

An ancient land-mark has disappeared in No. 4, a building occu- 
pied for educational purposes. Shall we congratulate or sympathize? 
It is said ‘‘We bear the losses of others with equanimity.” True, in 
this case. The destruction of this building leads us to suggest the 
question whether some better arrangement of these contiguous Dis- 
tricts can not be made. In Districts Nos. 3, 4 and 5 there are only 
Scholars enough for one good school. It seems to us the three might 
become at least two, with advantage to all concerned. 

The same is true in other portions of the Town. No.6 has only 
three or four scholars, not enough for a school, with profit. 

We call attention to this matter, as we have repeatedly done be- 
fore, and again suggest that a Committee shall be appointed, who 
shall make a thorough examination of the condition of the Districts, 
and sues such alterations as shall be for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

We understand that a union of the smaller contiguous Districts 
will involve some difficulties, but we are sure that these will be less 
than those which now kinder the best success of the schools.
